The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, by their 
order No. L-32011(6)i/77-D. IV(A) dated the 2nd June. 1977, 
referred an industrial dispute existing between the employers in 
relation to the management of Calcutta Port Trust, Calcutta 
and tljeir workmen, to this Tribunal for adjudication. The 
reference reads : 

“Whether the management in relation to Calcutta Port 
Trust, Calcutta are justified in refusing tiffin allowance 
to Shri Sadhan Kumar Dey, Radiographer, Sri S. N. 
Gupta, X-Ray Technician, Shri p. Tiwari and Slsu 
Bala Karmakar, X-Ray Attendants for the days they 
come in contact with the T, B. Patients : If not, to 
what relief are they entitled 

2. The Trustees of the Port maintain two hospitals for their 
employees, namely, (i) Centenary Hospital, and (ii) Dock 
Hospital. In the Dock hospital there is a Chest clinic und an 
isolation ward for treatment of employees suffering from 
Tuberculosis. The Trustees also maintain a number of reserv- 
ed T. B. beds in several T. B. hospitals. There are 15 such 
beds in Kiron Shankar Roy T. B. Hospital, four beds in 
Kanchrapara T. B. Hospital and six beds in the hospital of the 
Tuberculosis Association. The present dispute has been raised 
by or on behalf of the Radiographer, X-Ray technician and 
two X-ray Attendants attached to the dock hospital. 

3. It will not be out of place to go a little into the history 
of grant of tiffin allowance to certain categories of workmen 
attached to the Dock hospital. The demand for grant of a 
tiffin allowance was first raised by the Calcutta Port Shramik 
Union in 1959. The Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta 
by Resolution No. 1414 of October 29, 1959 sanctioned pay- 
ment of tiffin allowance to the class III and class IV employees 
deputed to work in the isolation ward in the Dock hospital 
for the period they were so deputed to work. Thereafter the 
benefit of tiffin allowance was extended to class III and class 
IV staff attached to the Chest clinic of the Dock hospital. 
By Resolution No. 994 passed on July 27, 1964, the benefit of 
tiffin allowance was further extended to the Dhobies attached 
to the Dock hospital who were required to wash the linen of 
the patients of the Isolation Ward more or less on a continuous 
basis, with effect from November 11, 1970- It appears that 
the Chairman approved payment of tiffin allowance with effect 
from October 30, 1972 to a cook-mate who attends the Iso- 
lation ward of the Dock hospital. 

4. The Calcutta Port Shramik Union pursued their demand 
for tiffin allowance, amongst others to the nursing staff, phar- 
macists, Dressers, Laboratory assistants, X-ray technicians, 
Dhobies and Slrelchcr bearers of the Dock hospital at the 
Government level in the Ministry of Transport. At a meeting 
held at Delhi in March, 1971, Sri O. Mahcepnti, Deputy Chief 
Labour Commissioner (Central) was requested to arbitrate on 
these demands. By his Award, Sri Maheepati rejected the 
demand except in the case of members of the nursing staff who 
were deputed to work in the Isolation Ward. 

5. The union however raised the demand for tiffin allowance 
for the Dock hospital staff attending isolation ward. The 
Union also by a letter dated June 7, 1974 raised the issue 
before the Regional Labour Commissioner (Central) Calcutta. 
The conciliation proceedings having ended in failure, the Gov- 
ernment by an order dated 14th January, 1975 referred the 
demand of the stretcher-bearers attached to the Dock hospital 
for tiffin allowance for the days they come In contact with T.B. 
patients in the isolation ward to the Central Government In- 
dustrial Tribunal, Calcutta, in Reference No. 6 of 1975. The 
Tribunal presided over by my predecessor Sri Justice E. K. 
Moidu answered the reference in favour of the stretcher- 
bearers by holding that they are entitled to the tiffin allowance 
for the days on which they carry patients from the Dock hos- 
pital to other T. B. hospitals or bring them back to the 
Dock hospital as well ns on those days on which they carry 
patients to and from Isolation Ward of the Dock hospital 
and the Chest clinic or other places for treatment. 

6. Thereafter the union raised a fresh dispute in respect of 
the Radiographer, the X-Ray technician, and the X-ray atten- 
dants attached to the Dock hospital for grant of tiffin allow- 
ance. That is the dispute which is the subject matter of this 
reference. 
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7. The union which has sponsored the dispute has stated in 
paragraph 9 of its written statement that the Radiographer, the 
X-ray technician, and the X-ray attendants came in close con- 
tact with the T.B. patients during th ecourse of their duties and 
as such they need extra nourishment for which they should be 
paid tiffin allowance in respect of the days on which they 
handle T. B. patients for X-ray examination. In paragraph 10 
of its written statement the Union has submitted that the 
communication of infectious disease docs not require long hours 
or continuous contact with patients. The extra food needed 
is a protective measure required by those who come in close 
contact with T.B. patients and denial of the tiffin allowance 
to the X-ray staff is not justified. 

8. The Port Trust has submitted by its written statement 
that the principles for granting tiffin allowance to the Class 

III and class IV employees attached to the Dock hospital 
which were arrived at through discussions and negotiations. 
Arbilration and Tribunal Award are that class 111 and class 

IV employees continuously deputed to work in the isolation 
ward in the Dock hospital would be paid tiffin allowance for 
the period they are so deputed to work in the said Ward and 
for accompanying T.B. patients when they are sent to and 
from different hospitals in Ambulance, or for washing linen 
of such patients of the isolation ward. It was also submitted 
that any Radiology unit has to take X-ray photo of cases 
which may ultimately prove to be tubercular as also of 
known cases of T. R. patients, In the course of taking 
such X-ray, it requires two to three minutes for one patient 
to be X-rayed. The radiographer, the X-ray technician and 
the attendants do not in any way remain in contact with the 
T.B. patients continuously for long hours: that as a matter 
of fact all categories of stall belonging to the medical depart- 
ment have to come in contact with T.B. and other infectious 
patients temporarily cither before or after diagonosis. The 
Port Trust maintains that in these circumstances the demand 
for tiffin allowance for radiographer, X-ray technicians and 
X-ray attendants is not justified in principle. 

9. Among the concerned workmen, Sri Sadhan Kumar Dey, 
the Radiographer alope gave evidence. He deposed that an 
ordinary T. B. patient come: from the Isolation ward to the 
x-ray unit in the hospital. He has to place the patient in the 
proper position in the X-ray stand. If a patient comes in a 
stretcher, the patient is undressed by him with the help of 
attendants. He has also to take the x-ray photographs. In 
case of patient is not able to hold his breath at the time of 
taking X-ray photograph, the attendant helps him so to do. 
Tf the attendant is unable to do so. he has to do it personally, 
T.B. patients for X-ray photographs conic every day. Record 
is kept of such patients, They conic from isolation ward, 
from chest clinic and from the hospital dispensary. 

10. The Radiographer, after passing the Higher Secondary 
School Examination, qualified for a certificate from Post 
Graduate Medical Education and Research Institute, Calcutta. 
In cross-examination, he stated that apart from T.B. patients, 
patients of other descriptions also come to him from hospital 
or from out-door dispensaries for x-ray. photographs. Among 
them are orthopaedic and surgical cases as well as cases o( 
chest diseases. All chest caes are not T.B. cases. Sometimes 
suspected cases of tuberculosis also come to him for x-ray 
examination. Patients walk upto the stand and take their 
position and thereafter he has to correct the position. From 
the time the patient takes position in the stand upto the time 
the photograph is taken, the process tnkes about four minutes. 
On the average, the radiographer has to deal with 50 T.B. 
cases in a month. The distance from the x-ray machine to 
the stand is approximately five feet. The patient does not 
have to stand up in every case, Sometimes photographs are 
taken of the patient in a sitting position. In case a patient 
is unable to sit up, he has to be x-rayed lying in bed. 

11. On behalf of the management Dr. Amarendra Nath 
Mukherjee, Registrar, Dock hospital gave evidence. Dr. 
Mukherjee is an M.B., B.S. and an M.D. of University of 
Calcutta. He has also qualified for a diploma in Tuberculosis 
and Chest diseases. He is a Fellow of the Chest College of 
Physicians, U.S.A. He has been working since 1955 in the 
Dock hospital. He has also worked in the Chest clinic since 
its inception on 14th May, 1967. There is a chest clinic 
only in the Dock hospital. There are x-ray units both in 
the Dock hospital and in Ihc Centenary hospital. The X-ray 
and chest units are separate units. There is one Radiographer 
in such hospital. Pulmonary tuberculosis cases are referred 
to the x-ray unit from Isolation ward, Chest clinic, other out- 
door units in Dock hospital and from dispensaries. On an 


average 50 T.B. cases go to the x-ray unit of the Dock 
hospital every month, the radiographer’s main duty is to 
operate the x-ray machine and other medicotherapeutic instru- 
ments. It is also his duty to keep records of stores and 
sLocks. To take x-ray photographs is also a part of his duty. 
The x-ray technician processes and develops the x-ray plates. 
Normally x-ray technicians do not attend patients when they 
arc brought to Lhe X-ray unit. It may, of course, happen some- 
times that on account of the absence of the radiographer, the 
technician has to do the work of the radiographer under the 
supervision of Lhe radiologist but such instances arc few and 
far between. I he attendants uncover chests of patients. 
They accompany patients to the x-ray stand. They assist the 
radiographer in piacing the patient in position in the stand. 
Attendants also carry exposed x-ray plates from the x-ray 
room to the dark room. There is a male attendant and a 
female attendant. Normally the x-ray technicians do not come 
in contact with T.B. patients. The instrument does not 
require cleaning, Attendants have to clean basins. . Basins 
arc not in the x-ray room and arc not intended for patients. 
There is basin in the dark room and there is also one in the 
Doctor's room. Basins arc in use for processing lhe X-ray 
plates. 

12. Dr. Mukherjee deposed that, in the prevention of tuber- 
culosis, nutrition plays an important part but there are also 
other facts such as sanitation, pure air, good ventilation, etc. 
These arc matters of common knowledge. He further de- 
posed that a T.B. patient becomes a source of infection only 
when he emits in his sputum acid-fast bacilli. All T. B. 
patients do not emit acidfast bacilli all the time. When they 
emit acid-fast bacilli they are called open cases. Only open 
cases can infect. Sometimes closed cases may start emitting 
acid-fast bacilli. Then they become open cases. When the 
case is not open, lhe patient docs not infect. A closed case 
may become open because of certain reasons, as for example, 
supcrinfection that is when the patient is heavily infected with 
more bacilli or by reason of the bacilli developing drug resist- 
ance. Similarly, an open case may become closed. The 
chance of infection depends on the proximity of patients of 
the open type, the duration of the exposure and the concent- 
ration of the bacilli in the patient's sputum. In urban areas 
like Calcutta, the incidence of tuberculosis is fairly high. In 
the usual course, citizens are exposed to infection. X-ray 
technicians do not have much to do with patients in the 
sense that they do not come in the proximity of the patient. 
They are concerned by anti large with developing and pro- 
cessing of exposed x-ray plates. The radiographer and the 
attendants come in proximity of the patients. Dr. Mukherjee 
staled from his experience ns also on the basis of records 
that out of 50 cases which go to the x-ray unit every month, 
only about 10 cases are open cases. In cross-examination he 
said that there arc four rooms the X-ray unit, one for the 
radiologist, one for record purposes, one for X-ray machine 
and one used as a side room. The area of the room where 
the X-ray plant operates is approximately 10’xl2'. The X-ray 
technician is occupied in processing x-ray plates in the dark 
room adjoining the x-ray plant. It also happens that some 
time when he is free he comes to the x-ray plant room. 
Moreover, the x-ray technician has to enter the dark room 
through the x-ray room. There is no waiting room for the 
x-ray technician and the attendants. There is no arrangement 
to disinfect the x-ray room after a day’s work, is over. Clean- 
ing is done by sweeper. There is daily cleaning with water. 
Disinfectants like phenyle etc. are used sometimes. Liquid 
soap or washing soda is used to clean the x-ray room at 
intervals. Fumigation is not done in the x-ray room in 
the Dock hospital or other hospital for fear of damaging the 
sophisticated instruments, By disinfection Dr, Mukherjee 
understood fumigation. 

13. A satisfactory feature of the case is that the evidence 
of the radiographer and of Dr. Mukherjee substantially agree. 
There is no dispute that the number of T.B. cases which go 
to the x-ray unit every month is 50 on the average' that the 
entire process of taking the x-ray photograph takes nearly 
four minutes. There is no dispute as to the duties of the 
radiographer, x-ray technician and the attendants, Neither 
the X-ray technician nor the attendants have given evidence. 
The nature of their respective duties has been brought out 
clearly by Dr. Mukherjee and his evidence has not been cont- 
radicted. The medical part of the evidence given by Dr. 
Mukherjee hns been of assistance to me. Out of fifty T.B. 
cases which go to the x-ray unit every month, only ten are 
open cases. The entire process of x-ray examination takes 
nearly four minutes. Only open cases are infectious. Therefore, 
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in those ten cases, there is exposure to infection for 40 to 
50 minutes in a month. In other words, the duration of the 
exposure is roughly a minute and a half per day. Thcro is 
evidence that almost every day a T.B, case though not neces- 
sarily an open case, comes to the x-ray unit, it has also to 
be remembered that the intensity of the exposure is not uni- 
form. It varies with the distance, that is to say, with the 
distance of the subject of the exposure from the object, the 
nature of physical contact, the duration of such contact and 
other factors. For example, sneezing or coughing on the 
part of the patient at the relevant point of time will increase 
Ihc intensity of the exposure. It appears that before Sri 
Justice B k. Moidu who decided the reference on stretcher- 
bearers, no statistical evidence was given as to the number 
of T.B. patients. Moreover, the distinction between open and 
closed cases was not brought out. The observation of the 
learned Presiding Officer that it requires only a second for a 
person to be infected by a T.B. patient, if one comes in 
contact with the patient is not in dispute. Infection may be 
instantaneous but the factor which has to be considered is 
the degree of risk involved in the duties of the concerned 
workmen. Normal risk of infection is always there even 
when one is not working irr a hospital or in a medical unit. 
r I'he risk of infection, or in other words, the probability of 
infection will very with the duration of continuity of the 
exposure to a T.B. paticnL of an open type, the proximity of 
the T.B. patient and the concentration of the bacilli in the 
patient’s sputum as pointed out by Dr. Mukherjee. A person 
exposed to a T.B. patient of the open type casually or for a 
very brief period Btands a lesser risk of infection than a 
person who is exposed to such a patient for an appreciable 
stretch of time. The proximity of the patient and physical 
contact are also factors which increase the risk. That docs 
not mean that a person who is casually exposed or is exposed 
for a short time docs not stand the risk of infection. He does. 
So does a multitude of citizens knowingly or unknowingly. The 
question, as I have pointed out, is one of degree. If one is to 
judge by these tests it seems to me that the risk of infection in 
the case of the X-ray technician is very little. By and large, he 
handies instruments and is concerned with processing and 
developing of exposed x-ray plates. He is not directly con- 
cerned with patients except very occasionally, if need be, and 
that also only at a certain stage. It was pointed out that for 
the purpose of ingress and egress he has to pass through the 
x-ray room where T.B. patients are brought in for the pur- 
pose of taking x-ray photographs. As 1 have pointed out, 
on an average there is an infectious T.B. patient in the x-ray 
room for a minute and a half in a day, or to be more con- 
crete, thcie is one open case every third day, involving expo- 
sure for four or five minutes. The probability of the x-ray 
technician passing through the x-ray room during those brief 
moments is not such as to make it a factor. As regards the 
Radiographer, he is exposed to infection, say, for a minute 
half on the average, everyday. Out of that minute 
and a half he is not in proximity of the patient all the time. 
He comes in proximity of the patient only when he places 
the patient in position in the stand with the help uf the 
attendant. He may hav e to, again, on occasions help the 
patient hold his breach or help him uncover his chest if the 
attendant is unable to render full assistance by himself. These 
are casual and occasional cases. By and large, he comes in 
close proximity of the patient only when he places the patient 
in position in the stand with the assistance of the attendant. 
That is a process which, it seems to me, takes a small fraction 
of the total time. Such exposure therefore, is, in reality, for 
very much less than a minute and a half a day. Taking the 
x-ray photograph from a distance of 5’ also exposes him to 
the patient for a fraction of the total time but the process 
is not, in my opinion, such as to make the radiographer a 
medical risk. The entire situation has to be judged against 
the background of normal exposure to known and unknown 
T.B. patients which all persons working in out-door clinics 
and in different departments of the hospital have to undergo, 
Tt must also be remembered that members of the public at 
large, as for example, persons travelling in overcrowded public 
transports have to undertake normal exposure risks. 

14. On an anxious consideration of the matter I am of 
opinion that in the facts and circumstances of this case the 
Radiographer and the x-ray technicians are not entitled to pay- 
ment of tiffin allowance. 

15 As regards the attendants, I feel that theirs is a border- 
line case. There is a male and a female attendant. The male 
attendant attends to the male and the female attendant attends 


to the female patients. The duration of exposure is there- 
fore proporionately less in the Case of the attendants, depend- 
ing on the number of male or female patients of the open 
type. Be that as it may, the attendants come in close proxi- 
mity and physical contact of T.B. patients for a while. They 
have to uncover patients’ chests, take them to the stand, place 
them in posfiion, assist the Radiographer, conduct the patients 
hack from the stand and help them put on their garments. 
As there is no evidence of the proportion of male patients to 
female patients, it is not possible to make any distinction 
between the two attendants. In any case, having regard to 
the nature of their duties, I feel, their claim for tiffin allow- 
ance should be conceded. 

16. In the result, I answer the reference in the following 
terms : the management in relation to the Calcutta Port Trust, 
Calcutta is justified in refusing tiffin allowance to Sri Sadhan 
Kumar Dcy, Radiographer and Shri S. N, Gupta, the x-ray 
Technician. The management is not justified in refusing tiffin 
allowance to Sri P. Tiwail and Sisu Bala Karmakar, X-ray 
Attendants for the days they come in contact with the T.B. 
patients. On y Sri P. Tiwari and Sisu Bala Karmakar, the 
X-ray Attendants are entitled, by way of relief allowance for 
the days they come in contact with the T.B. patients.
